ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 


~UPERIN TENDING SCHOOL COMM ies 
FeLtow Crrizens :—In compliance with law and precedent, 
the following report is respectfully submitted :— 

Of the eleven school districts in town, ten have had one or 
more terms during the school year. Only three of these can 
be said to have a sufficient number of pupils to occupy the time 
and attention of a competent and energetic teacher; and yet, 
however small the school, the teacher is required to keep 
the#legal time, six hours each day, with few scholars, and but 
few recitations ; much time must necessarily be spent in wait- 
ing, which, with a sufficiently large school, the time would 
be occupied. Our population for several decades has been 
decreasing. In the earlier history of, the town, a large family 
was the rule ; to-day a large family is a rare exception. Then 
again, farms have been deserted, buildings removed,or burned, 
and not rebuilt, hence, once large schools are now very small, 
with but very little school money. 

In view of these facts, your attention is called to the ques- 
tion: Are you spending your school money to the best advan- . 
tage? Is it best to continue all of these small districts, with 
short terms and few scholars, or discontinue some and unite 
others? I fully agree with my predecessor, that the town 
should be re-districted. As far as I am able to judge the town 
system has many advantages. The subject 1s submitted to your 
wisdom. 

Why the ladies in town do not avail themselves of the legal 
rights conferred by statute law, to wit: The right to vote and 
hold office in school districts, J am at a loss to know. Surely, 
mothers, you must be interested in the education of your 
children ; then why not show that .interest by attending the 
school meeting, and take your share of the responsibility ? 

The registers show that by far the largest number of visits 
in schools during the year have been made by ladies. In com-" 
pliance with an act of the last legislature, I have introduced 
Physiology into our school, especially teaching the effects of 
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stimulants and narcotics on the human system.

This is the 
largest school in town, and has the most money, with a large, 
well-lighted school-room, furnished with two stoves, charts, 
maps, and blackboards, also, a shady playground adjoining. 
Miss Kilburn devoted her best energies to this school, not 
only in teaching f:om the text books, but to impress her pupils 
that good manners was an essential part of their education, 
and that they must obey the rules and regulations laid down. 
In this her efforts were very satisfactory, and commendable 
progress was made in the various studies.

Chase entered this school an experienced teacher, and soon had 
it wel! in hand, and succeeded in maintaining good order and 
discipline. At the several visits the school appeared studious 
and making advancement. The examination at the close was 
creditable to both teacher and scholars, especially so in the sev- 
eral classes in arithmetic, a large class going through the book. 
The grammar classes were less advanced. The concert reading 
very good. Both teachers complain of irregular attendance.

Considering the amount 
of schooling in this district, it cannot be said to rank with 
some of our other schools in scholarship, that have much less 
school money. Many of the scholars fail to give proof of 
close study. With a good ‘teacher, this school does not give 
flattering results, with some exceptions. Brain work is needed 
on the part of the scholars :

The parents of many of 
the smaller children kept them out of school, rather than ex- 
pose their health in such a cold school-house. With the 
experience of this term, another winter school should not be 
atempted.

At 
the examination, the questions in review were answered with 
much promptness, especially in arithmetic by Master Ned C. 
Rogers, a beginner. The perseverance of the boy’s class in 
grammar deserves much credit, although the study to them 
was as a root out of dry ground. Rhetorical exercises were 
good.
